York/New Jersey MetroStars), 25-19-12 ... the Revs had success at home against New York, 
holding a 17-4-5 mark in Foxborough - including a 10-1-4 record at Gillette Stadium 

• New England enters Sunday’s match riding a 14-game, regular-season undefeated streak (10-0- 
4) at Gillette Stadium against New York, dating back 2002 

• Sunday's game will mark the 65th all-time meeting between the Revolution and Red Bulls in 
MLS regular-season, postseason and tournament action combined, which is tied for the most 
meetings against any opponent in Revs history ... the Revs have also played D.C. United 65 
total times 

• Sunday’s match is the second of three matches between the two clubs this season ... the teams 
will meet again on Sept. 22 at Gillette Stadium ... earlier this season, New York defeated the 
Revs, 1-0, on Thierry Henry seventh-minute goal at Red Bull Arena in the frst meeting of the 
season on April 28 

• In 2011, New York won the season series for the first time since the team re-branded in 2006 ... 
the Red Bulls defeated the Revolution, 2-1, on June 10 at Red Bull Arena before playing to a 2-2

DIEGO BOBBLEHEAD NIGHT SUNDAY 

He may stand at just 5-foot-8, but fans can take home an even smaller version of Diego 
Fagundez on Sunday night at the New England-New York match ... fans can pick up their 
commemorative Fagundez bobblehead, while supplies last, when the gates open ... the 
Fagundez bobblehead is the first in a set of four: Shalrie Joseph (July 14), Matt Reis (Aug. 12) 
and Benny Feilhaber (Sept. 1)... for more info, visit revolutionsoccer.net. 

MLS FUTBOLITO RETURNS SUNDAY 

Hundreds of soccer players from all over the region will be in action on Sunday, July 8, when 
MLS Futbolito, the official 4-v-4 tournament of Major League Soccer, returns to the New 
England area ... MLS Futbolito is being presented locally by MetroPCS.... the highlight of the 
tournament comes that evening, when championship match will be played on the game field 
during halftime of the Revolution's match against the New York Red Bulls. 

RESERVES RETURN TO ACTION 

The Revolution reserves (2-2-2, 8 pts.) return to action on Sunday against the New York Red 
Bulls reserves (1 -1 -1, 4 pts.), immediately following the first-team match ... the Revolution 
reserves last played to a 1-1 draw at Toronto on June 23 and sit second in the Eastern Divi¬ 
sion of the Reserve League behind Columbus (4-2-0,12 pts.)... Sunday's match will not be 
open to the public. 

JERRY BENGTSON ADDED 

On Thursday, the Revs acquired Honduran forward Jerry Bengtson on a transfer from Hondu¬ 
ras' CD Motagua ... Bengtson, who recently led La Liga Nacional de Honduras in scoring for 
three straight seasons, will be formally added to the team's roster upon receipt of his U.S. P-1 
Visa and his ITC ... he will occupy both designated player and international roster spots on the 
Revolution’s roster once added ... Bengtson has 22 caps with the Honduras National Team 
and has scored eight goals ... he was also named as an over-age player to its Under-23 team 
that will compete in the 2012 Olympics in London, beginning later this month. 

TOUGH HOME TWOSOME COMING UP 

The Revs will play two games in seven days this week, with matches scheduled on Sunday 
and Saturday ... on Sunday, July 8, New England hosts New York, before wrapping up its 
three-game home stand against the rejuvenated Toronto FC squad on Saturday, July 14 ... the 
two matches are the team’s last two home matches in July, and their last until August 4 when 
the team hosts Kansas City ... the Revs will wrap July on the road with three matches: at 
Montreal on July 18, at Kansas City on July 21 and at Philadelphia on July 29. 

NY-NE RIVALRY RESUMES SUNDAY 

Sunday’s match will mark the second of three matches this season against New York - the 
Revs’ most-played opponent all time, tied with D.C.... the Revs have played the Red Bulls 
(formerly the MetroStars) on 64 previous occasions, including 56 times in MLS regular-season 
action ... the Revs lead the all-time, regular-season series, 25-19-12, and have a 17-4-5 
record at Gillette Stadium against New York. 

NOT-SO LAZY SUNDAYS 

When the Revs host the Red Bulls on Sunday, the match will mark New England’s first 
Sunday match of the year... since the beginning of the 2010 season, the Revs have struggled 
in Sunday games, posting a 1-5-1 mark on Sundays, including a 0-4-1 record in 2011 ... the 
Revs lone-win on a Sunday in the past three seasons was a 2-1 victory at Houston on Oct. 10, 
2010. 

EASTERN CONFERENCE BATTLES RETURN 

The Revolution returns to a full slate of Eastern Conference opponents this week after hosting 
Seattle last Saturday ... in a 15-game stretch that began on May 15 and extends until August 
25, the Revs play 14 matches against Eastern Conference teams ... the Revs' next match 
against a Western Conference team is on August 29 when New England hosts Chivas USA at 
Gillette Stadium, 10 matches away. 

UNBEATEN JUNE 

With the 2-2 draw against Seattle on Saturday, the Revs have extended their unbeaten streak 
to a season-high four games (1-0-3)... the Revs were one of two MLS teams to go unbeaten 
in June, joining San Jose (3-0-0)... the unbeaten June was the team’s second in club history 
and first since the Revs went 1-0-3 in June 2001. 

TOUGH TO BEAT AT HOME 

Sunday’s match will test the Revs’ five-game, home unbeaten streak (2-0-3) which dates 
back to May 2 against Colorado ... the five-game unbeaten streak is the club's longest of 
the season and first five-game home unbeaten streak since 2008 ... that season, the team 
recorded a seven-game unbeaten streak (5-0-2) from May 11 to June 18 ... the team's longest 
unbeaten streak at home is 11 games as the Revs went 7-0-4 at Gillette Stadium from April 2 
to June 11, 2005. 


STOPPAGE-TIME SORCERERS 

The Revolution recorded another game-tying goal in the 94th minute on Saturday, as Diego 
Fagundez headed home Fernando Cardenas' cross ... Saturday’s come-from-behind result 
marked the first time in club history that the team scored stoppage-time equalizers in back-to- 
back games ... on Saturday, June 23, Chris Tierney secured a come-from-behind draw with a 
goal in the 94th minute at Toronto. 

HEAPS’ GUYS ARE GOOD ‘TIL THE LAST DROP 

The Revs have fought back to earn a point in the last two games after conceding a pair of first- 
half goals ... head coach Jay Heaps spoke on Saturday of the team’s never-say-die mentality: 
“Credit our guys - they keep believing we can get back in games ... I think it shows a good 
resolve. It shows that we have that instinct that says, ‘uh uh, not today - we're going to fight 
to the end.'" 

NO “SHORTAGE” OF SCORERS 

On Saturday night, two of the shortest players on the Revs’ roster - Fernando Cardenas 
(five-foot-four) and Diego Fagundez (five-foot-eight) - combined for the Revs’ equalizing goal 
in stoppage time ... Cardenas sent a cross in from the left wing, and found Fagundez behind 
the six-foot-three Saer Sene at the top of the six-yard box ... Fagundez headed the ball past 
Seattle goalkeeper Bryan Meredith to knot the score at 2-2 and extend the Revs' unbeaten 
streak to four games. 

SPREADING THE WEALTH 

With his goal on Saturday against Seattle, Diego Fagundez became the team’s 11th different 
goal scorer this season ... in 2011,16 different Revolution players - including Fagundez- 
scored goals in the 34-game season. 

FREAKY FAGUNDEZ SCORING NOTE 

Diego Fagundez has scored three goals in his career, with two coming against Seattle ... in 
addition to the stoppage-time equalizer on Saturday night at Gillette Stadium, Fagundez also 
scored a goal against the Sounders on Oct. 1,2011 ... coincidently, both of Fagundez’s goals 
against Seattle were headed goals, coming from the five-foot-eight player... Fagundez scored 
his other career goal - his first career strike - on Aug. 6, 2011, against Chivas USA. 

DIEGO THE MENACE 

On paper, Diego Fagundez’s 5-foot-8 frame would appear to be a disadvantage when crossing 
balls into the box, but Fagundez’s second career header-goal on Saturday proved otherwise 
... Fagundez’s teammate, Benny Feilhaber said that when a ball is crossed, the team “always 
expect(s) Diego to get something...” Feilhaber went so far as to call Fagundez a “menace in 
the box," and added that it “doesn’t matter how small he is, that little mohawk gets on the ball 
somehow. We need him out there. He’s a guy that we depend on when he gets in the game." 

CARDENAS WITH CLUTCH ASSISTS 

Fernando Cardenas recorded his second assist of the season on Diego Fagundez’s stoppage¬ 
time equalizer on Saturday ... Cardenas has now recorded the game-tying assist in back-to- 
back games after he earned a secondary assist on Chris Tierney's 94th-minute goal at Toronto 
on June 23 ... with two assists, Cardenas ranks third on the team in assists, tied with Saer 
Sene and Lee Nguyen. 

A TALE OF TWO TEAMS 

Any observer can see the Revs are a different team from the one that took the field a year 
ago, and it stems from new head coach Jay Heaps' attacking mantra ... a look at the team 
comparisons from the 2011 squad and the 2012 squad - through 16 games - tells the story a 
team this year that attacks, pushes the game and goes all out:

SAER RETURNS TO SCORING WAYS 

After a three-game scoring drought, Saer Sene returned to the scoring column on Saturday 
against Seattle ... his 12th minute goal was his first goal since striking at D.C. United on May 
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26 ... Sene’s goal was his eighth of the season ... he enters the week tied with Toronto’s 
Danny Koevermans for sixth in MLS in goals. 

SENE MATCHES RECENT SCORING MARKS 

With eight goals already this season, Saer Sene has matched the team’s single-season 
scoring highs from the last four years ... in 2008 (Steve Ralston, Taylor Twellman), 2009 
(Kheli Dube, Shalrie Joseph) and 2011 (Shalrie Joseph), the team's leading scorer for the 
season also scored eight goals ... Sene had already passed the 2010 season-high (Marko 
Perovic, 6). 

BRETTSCHNEIDER BASKS IN BOX SCORE 

Blake Brettschneider has featured in a Revolution goal in each of the last two games ... 
after scoring the team's first goal at Toronto on June 23, Brettschneider assisted Saer 
Sene's goal - also the team’s first - on Saturday ... Brettschneider now has two goals and 
one assist on the season ... in the three games in which he's factored in scoring, Brett¬ 
schneider has been involved in the Revs’ first goal of the game ... his first goal of the year 
came on May 5 at Real Salt Lake, the team’s only goal in that game ... Brettschneider’s 
assist on Sene's goal on Saturday was his first as a member of the Revolution. 

GETTING KNOCKED DOWN AND AROUND 

The Revs suffered a season-high 20 fouls in last Saturday's match against Seattle, bring¬ 
ing the team’s total fouls suffered to 238 in 16 games to rank fifth in MLS ... FC Dallas 
leads MLS in fouls suffered with 257 in 18 games .... however, the Revs' 14.88 fouls 
suffered per game leads MLS ... in the team's last eight games - since May 5 at Real Salt 
Lake - the Revs have suffered at least 14 fouls in each game. 

REVS BEHAVING WELL 

While the Revolution have become adept at drawing fouls this season, the team has 
become just as conscientious about not doling out fouls ... the Revs have committed an 
MLS-low 168 fouls this season (10.5 per game) and have only been cautioned 17 times, 
also an MLS low ... the Revs have played five caution-free games this season - tied 
for second in MLS with Chicago, one behind Houston (6)... additionally, the team has 
committed fewer than 10 fouls in a game six times this season, tied for third in MLS behind 
co-leaders Chicago and D.C. (7 each). 

LOCK DOWN MONSTERS 

The first and second halves of games this season have been polar opposites for the 
Revolution defense ... no team in MLS has allowed more goals in the first half (15) than 
the Revolution ... however, in the second half, no team has allowed fewer goals (7)... the 
Revs have allowed 0.94 goals per first half average, but a MLS-best 0.44 goals allowed 
per second half mark. 

GOALS MAKE A DIFFERENCE 

The Revolution enters the weekend with a 0 goal differential, scoring 22 goals and allow¬ 
ing 22 goals through 16 games ... however, that stat alone doesn’t tell the whole story 
... one year ago, through 16 games, the Revs had a -7 goal differential, scoring 12 goals 
while allowing 19 through the same number of games. 

THREE TIMES A TIE 

With consecutive draws in their last three games, the Revs has matched a feat the team 
has done only six other occasions in club history: tie three straight games ... the Revolu¬ 
tion have strung together three straight draws six times, most recently in 2011 (Aug. 17 
vs. Houston, Aug. 20 vs. New York and Sept. 7 at Philadelphia)... prior to the three-draw 
stretch in 2011, the last time the team drew at least three straight games was 2006 when 
the team twice strung together four straight draws at different points in the season ... the 
four-straight draws is a club record ... the team also managed three consecutive draws in 
2005, 2004 and 2001. 

SO HAPPY TOGETHER 

Shalrie Joseph and Matt Reis have been household names in New England since 2003 
and on Saturday the duo set the MLS record for longevity of a on-field pairing ... Joseph 
and Reis played their 206th career game together against Seattle, setting an MLS record 
for most appearances together as a pairing ...the record was previously held by Nick 
Garcia and Kerry Zavagnin of Kansas City with 205 appearances together from 2000 to 
2007 ... the 2012 season is the 10th straight that Joseph and Reis have played together 
on the Revs. 

LEFT SIDE IS LOCKED DOWN 

While several players have played multiple positions so far this season, two positions - left 
midfield and left back - have been locked down by Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney, respec¬ 
tively ... since the second game of the season and in all but one contest since then (May 
5 against Colorado when Nguyen was rested and subbed in later), those two players have 
played in line down the left side ... neither player was among the starters in the season 
opener at San Jose on March 10 (Tierney serving a suspension from the 2011 season 


finale and Nguyen coming on as a sub at withdrawn forward)... in total, Nguyen and Tierney 
have played 14 games together, including the last eight straight. 

HIGH PRAISE FROM THE GUY BEHIND HIM... 

Chris Tierney has seen a lot of Lee Nguyen in front of him this season as the duo has started 
14 games with each other... following the June 2 match against Colorado, Tierney tweeted 
the following of his left-side partner: “played with a lot of wingers over my time in NE but I 
must say @LeeNguyen24 can do things that none of the others can. lets keep rollin kid" - @ 
christierney8 

... AND THE LEFT SIDE BACKS IT UP WITH PASSING SUCCESS 

In the team’s last two games the left side of the Revolution lineup - with Lee Nguyen at left 
wing and Chris Tierney at left back - completed a combined 87.7 percent of their passes ... in 
the two games, Tierney completed 115-of-132 passes for an 87.1 percent rate, while Nguyen 
completed 98 of his 111 passes (88.3 percent rate)... together, the duo was 213-for-243 in 
their passing the last two matches, based off Opta's in-game stats. 

LEADER ON THE DEFENSIVE SCORING CHARTS 

Entering the week’s play, Chris Tierney, with two goals and three assists, was tied for second 
in scoring among MLS defenders (as classified with the Elias Sports Bureau) with New York’s 
Brandon Barklage, (2 goals, 3 assists)... additionally, when ranking the number of overall 
goals a player has factored in, Tierney's five goals factored in is also tied for second in MLS 
with Barklage (two goals, three assists) and San Jose’s Ramiro Corrales (five assists)... 
finally, Tierney - who ranks second on the Revs in overall scoring - is the highest ranking 
defender in scoring on any team ... three defenders are third or tied for third in scoring on 
their own teams: Kansas City’s Aurelien Collin (the top scoring defender with three goals, one 
assist), New York's Brandon Barklage (two goals, three assists) and Dallas' Matt Hedges 
(two goals). 

FLO IS RIGHT BACK IN THERE 

After missing nine weeks of action with a broken fifth metatarsal in his left foot, Flo Lechner 
has now made two consecutive appearances, including a start last weekend ... Lechner filled 
in for the injured Kevin Alston and earned his second start of the season and his first since 
April 5 ... Lechner, who returned to the field with the first team in Toronto on June 23, had 
previously made one rehab start with the Revs’ reserves on Sunday, June 17 ... Lechner 
replaced Kevin Alston in the 40th minute at Toronto after Alston picked up a left hamstring 
injury, and later earned an assist on Chris Tierney's 94th-minute equalizer. 

BACKLINE DOUBLE-TAKE 

Saturday's backline lineup against Seattle had a different look to it with Kevin Alston out with a 
left hamstring injury... Flo Lechner stepped in at right back for his second start of the season 
and first since April 5 at Dallas ... for six games dating back to May 12, the backline lineup 
consisted of Chris Tierney (left back), A. J. Soares and Stephen McCarthy (center backs) and 
Kevin Alston (right back) ... during those six games, the Revs went 3-2-3 overall and the 
defense posted a 1.38 goals against average as the offense averaged 1.88 goals per game 
... Alston was replaced by Lechner in the 40th minute of the June 23 match at Toronto after 
Alston went down with a hamstring injury. 

ANOTHER MULTIPLE-GOAL GAME 

The Revs added another multiple-goal game to the season resume last Saturday ... the two 
goal effort was the team's eighth multiple-goal game this year and second straight multiple- 
goal effort... it was also the Revs’ sixth multiple-goal game in its last seven matches ...
